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The  Montana  Committee  for  the  Humanities  is  the  state-based  affiliate  of  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities,  a 
federal  agency.  As  a  nonprofit  educational  organization,  it  makes  matching  grants  to  support  public  programs  in  Montana 
which  explore  either  subjects  of  contemporary  concern  or  issues  of  public  policy.  These  programs,  sponsored  by  nonprofit 
groups,  must  include  scholars  in  the  humanities  as  planners  and  as  resource  persons  for  public  programs,  and  must  address  the 
out-of-school  adult  public  in  Montana.  Programs  which  address  issues  of  public  policy  must  involve  balanced  dialogue  and 
must  avoid  advocacy.  All  programs  must  relate  to  one  of  the  MCH  themes:  "Traditions  in  Transition,"  "Heritage  and 
Challenge,"  or  "Montana  and  the  West:  New  Directions."  In  addition  to  this  general  category  the  MCH  has  special  categories 
for  other  humanities  projects,  including  oral  history.  Any  nonprofit  group  or  organization  may  apply  for  funds  from  the 
Montana  Committee  for  the  Humanities.  Applications  are  reviewed  monthly. 
According  to  the  Congressional  legislation  which  created  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities: 
the  term  humanities  includes  but  is  not  limited  to  the  study  of  the  following:  languages,  both  modern  and  classical; 
linguistics:  literature;  history;  jurisprudence;  philosophy;  archaeology;  comparative  religion;  ethics;  the  history, 
theory,  and  practice  of  the  arts;  those  aspects  of  the  social  sciences  which  have  humanistic  content  and  employ 
humanistic  methods;  and  the  study  and  application  of  the  humanities  to  the  current  conditions  of  national  life. 
A  scholar  in  the  humanities,  or  a  humanist,  is  one  who  professionally  studies,  researches,  writes,  and/or  teaches  one  of  the 
above  disciplines.  Usually  s/he  is  a  faculty  member  of  a  two- or  four-year  college  or  university,  or  is  on  the  staff  of  a  museum  or 
research  library.  The  following  report  indicates  the  variety  of  ways  in  which  members  of  the  general  public  and  Montana's 
scholars  in  the  humanities  have  brought  the  disciplines  of  the  humanities  to  bear  on  subjects  of  community  interest  and 
concern. 
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Message  from  the  Chair 


The  Montana  Committee  for  the 
Humanities  begins  its  second  decade 
with  a  renewed  sense  of  purpose  after 
a  year  of  self-assessment  and  con- 
sideration of  new  directions. 

Some  of  our  new  directions  have 
been  shaped  by  our  concerns  about 
future  budget  restrictions,  and  while 
1982  did  not  bring  the  severe  cuts  in 
our  funding  from  the  National  Endow- 
ment for  the  Humanities  that  many  of 
us  feared,  we  continue  to  believe  that 
our  emphasis  on  quality  achieved 
through  careful  planning  and  evalua- 
tion is  vital.  For  whatever  the  coming 
decade  holds,  it  is  unlikely  that  our 
funding  will  increase  with  the  numbers 
of  worthy  proposals  in  the  humanities 
that  we  would  like  to  support. 

But  dominating  our  concerns  about 
funding  is  our  sense  of  the  changing 
role  of  the  Montana  Committee  for  the 
Humanities  and  its  responsibilities  to 
the  people  of  Montana.  Increasingly 
we  see  the  Committee  as  an  enabling 
organization  to  advise,  assist,  and 
generate  humanities  programs  on 
topics  of  concern  to  Montanans. 

This  year  will  see  a  new  emphasis  on 
the  Committee's  role  as  a  distributor  of 
humanities  materials.  The  Com- 
mittee's film  distribution  project  con- 
tinues to  provide,  free  of  charge,  such 
films  and  video  tapes  as  The  Christians 
and  The  American  Short  Story  to 
groups  all  over  the  state  as  a  basis  for 
local  programs. 


A  new  step  in  the  direction  of 
packaged  programs  is  the  creation  of  a 
Speakers  Bureau,  whereby  groups  may 
obtain,  on  a  cost-sharing  basis,  the 
services  of  a  humanist  speaker  on  one 
of  the  general  topics  of  "Montana  and 
the  West,"  "The  Nation  and  the 
World,"  and  "Science,  Technology, 
and  Human  Values."  We  believe  these 
humanist  speakers  will  help  local 
planners  in  incorporating  disciplinary 
and  analytical  thinking  into  their 
programs  and  in  stimulating 
humanistic  discussion;  and  we  are 
pleased  with  the  warm  response  to  the 
Bureau  that  we  already  have  received. 

Another  new  and  innovative  project 
which  the  Committee  is  particularly 
delighted  to  make  available  will  be  a 
series  of  humanities  progravs  for 
public  broadcasting,  made  possible  by 
a  prestigious  Chairman's  Grant  from 
the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities.  One  of  only  five  state 
committees  to  receive  such  an  award, 
which  was  given  on  the  basis  of  the 
excellence  of  the  proposal,  the  Mon- 
tana Committee  for  the  Humanities 
will  be  working  in  close  cooperation 
with  KUFM  in  Missoula  to  reach 
potentially  the  largest  audience  ever  to 
participate  in  a  single  public  program. 
We  all  look  forward  to  a  wide  range  of 
broadcasts  in  which  humanists  bring 
the  spirit  of  critical  inquiry  to  topics  on 
literature,  history,  the  arts,  or  public 
policy. 


After  careful  consideration,  the 
Committee  has  decided  to  drop  its 
emphasis  on  oral  history  projects  and 
on  special  projects  sponsored  by 
museums,  libraries,  and  historical 
societies  by  discontinuing  its  special 
categories  in  these  areas.  It  is  the 
Committee's  belief  that,  by  en- 
couraging potential  sponsors  to  submit 
plans  for  consideration  in  the  General 
Grant  Category,  it  can  better  meet  the 
needs  of  an  ever-growing  constituency 
in  Montana  while  continuing  to  fund 
exemplary  oral  history  programs  and 
programs  sponsored  by  museums, 
libraries,  and  historical  societies. 

For  similar  reasons,  and  after  a  long 
and  detailed  review  and  evaluation  of 
our  sponsorship  of  original  films,  the 
Committee  has  decided  to  place  its 
emphasis  upon  video,  radio,  and  slide 
presentations  and  those  original  film 
projects  which  may  be  co-sponsored 
with  one  or  more  other  states.  We 
believe  that  this  change  of  emphasis 
will  allow  a  more  effective  use  of  funds 
and  still  provide  seed  money  and 
encouragement  to  the  ever-increasing 
numbers  of  worthy  media  proposals. 

In  reviewing  the  following  descrip- 
tions of  the  public  programs  in  the 
humanities  funded  during  the  past 
year  by  the  Montana  Committee  for 
the  Humanities,  I  am  struck  anew  by 
the  creativity,  imagination,  and  multi- 
faceted  vision  of  the  people  of  Mon- 
tana which  such  a  wide-ranging  list  of 


projects  illustrates.  I  am  Impressed  as 
well  by  the  geographic  distribution  of 
Committee-funded  projects  wherein 
rural  communities  are  represented 
along  with  projects  from  the  more 
heavily  populated  areas  of  the  state. 
And  I  am  impressed  by  the  way  these 
projects  reflect  the  diverse  cultural 
heritage  of  Montana. 

The  Montana  Committee  for  the 
Humanities  has  a  strong  commitment 
to  continuing  encouragement  and 
support  for  such  a  wide  variety  of 
excellent  programs  in  the  humanities.  I 
am  confident  that,  whatever  budgetary 
difficulties  we  may  face  in  the  future, 
with  thoughtful  review  and  evaluation 
of  proposals,  together  with  constant 
self-evaluation  of  the  Committee's 
role  in  Montana,  and  with  the  help  of 
those  friends  of  the  humanities  whose 


advice  and  assistance  we  have  always 
valued,  the  Committee  will  continue 
to  stimulate  and  support  continuing 
humanities  dialogue  in  its  second 
decade. 

Thanks,  as  always,  are  offered  this 
year  to  the  project  directors  and  local 
steering  committees  whose  creativity 
and  energy  generated  a  record 
number  of  worthy  proposals.  Thanks 
also  to  the  scholars  in  the  humanities 
all  over  Montana  who  lend  their 
assistance  again  and  again  to  local 
planners. 

A  personal  thanks  to  the  continued 
wisdom  and  guidance  of  Dr.  Gerald 
Fetz,  past  Chair  of  the  Committee:  to 
Ms.  Carolyn  Ennis.  Chair-elect,  whose 
articulate  presence  stimulated  so  many 
crucial  discussions  during  this  year  of 
self-evaluation;  and  to  Dr.  Ron  Perrin, 


Vice  Chair-elect,  whose  work  and 
planning  brought  about  the  Speakers 
Bureau.  And  on  behalf  of  the  entire 
Committee,  as  well  as  those  members 
of  the  public  with  whom  they  are  in 
touch  almost  daily,  a  heartfelt  thanks  to 
our  fine  staff.

Report  from  the  Director 


Created  through  the  foresight  of  the 
Congress  and  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities,  and 
guided  by  the  dedication  and  the 
commitment  of  individuals  from  across 
the  state  who  have  served  as  volunteer 
Committee  members,  the  Montana 
Committee  for  the  Humanities  has 
now  completed  its  tenth  year  of 
operation.  The  members  of  the 
Committee  have  brought  to  the  grant- 
making  activities  many  different 
insights  into  the  natures  of  the 
communities  and  interests  of  their 
fellow  citizens,  as  well  as  a  common 
belief  that  the  humanities  should  not 
be  limited  to  the  classroom  or  the 
research  library.  The  past  and  present 
members  of  the  Montana  Committee 
for  the  Humanities  have  shared  a 
conviction  that  literature,  philosophy, 
history,  and  the  other  liberal  arts  are 
vital  resources  for  understanding  how 
the  past  shapes  the  present,  how 
human  actions  reflect  patterns  of 
thought  and  feeling  that  have 
developed  over  the  centuries,  and 
how  public  questions  are  rooted 
inevitably  in  judgments  about  ethics 
and  values. 

Those  who  have  followed  the 
activities  of  the  MCH  over  the  years 
will  recall  that  until  1978  the 
Committee  was  able  to  make  grants 
only  for  public  programs  in  the 
humanities  which  focused  on  the 
issues  of  public  policy.  The  year  on 
which  this  report  is  based,  1982,  saw 
the  growth  of  grant-making  activities 


under  the  broader  "New  Directions" 
guidelines  established  after  the 
National  Endowment's  public  policy 
requirement  was  withdrawn.  While 
humanistic  issues  relating  to  public 
policy  matters  continued  to  prove  a 
focus  of  Montanans'  interests,  with  13 
of  57  grants  funded  addressing  such 
issues,  a  total  of  34  grants  were  made  in 
support  of  humanities  projects 
focusing  on  subjects  of  community 
interest  or  concern  but  not  necessarily 
involving  discussions  of  public  policy 
questions.  Some  of  these  grants  were 
in  the  special  categories  for  oral  history 
and  for  museums,  libraries,  and 
historical  organizations. 

Five  projects  under  the  special 
category  for  oral  history  were  funded 
in  1982  and  included  projects  in  West 
Glacier,  the  Hi-Line  area,  the  Deer 
Lodge  valley,  and  two  state-wide 
projects.  A  grant  of  seed  money  to  the 
fledgling  Montana  Oral  History 
Association  enabled  them  to  conduct 
workshops  on  oral  history  techniques 
and  methodology  throughout  the 
state.  The  Committee  anticipates  that 
these  efforts  to  provide  support  for 
oral  history,  a  subject  which  is  of  great 
interest  to  many  Montanans,  will  result 
in  ongoing  efforts  in  communities 
across  the  state  to  retrieve  and 
interpret  their  own  histories  and 
memories. 

Effective  public  programs  in  the 
humanities  rest  on  scholarly 
knowledge,  which  in  turn  depends  on 
written     materials — books,     journals. 


newspapers,  manuscripts,  diaries, 
archival  records.  Since  humanistic 
knowledge  is  linked  to  such  texts,  the 
Montana  Committee  for  the 
Humanities  wished  to  assist  Montana 
libraries  in  making  their  humanities 
collections  and  texts  more  accessible 
to  the  adult  public  by  providing 
assistance  for  special  projects  which 
could  not  be  funded  under  its  general 
grant  category. 

Equally  important  as  repositories  of 
visible  evidence  of  human  history  and 
work,  museums  and  historical 
organizations  offer  an  opportunity  for 
the  public  to  experience  a  meaningful 
confrontation  with  culture,  human 
values,  and  the  human  past,  and  can 
enhance  the  public's  understandingof 
the  social,  religious,  cultural, 
economic  and  political  heritage  of  the 
region.  Therefore,  they  are  also  in- 
dispensable institutions  for  education 
in  the  humanities.  In  order  to  assist 
such  organizations  to  fulfill  their 
ongoing  commitment  to  the  public, 
and  to  promote  public  knowledge  and 
appreciation  of  the  humanities,  the 
Committee  created  a  special  category 
for  projects  in  these  institutions. 

During  1982  the  Montana  Historical 
Society  has,  with  the  assistance  of  an 
MCH  grant,  undertaken  the  massive 
task  of  cataloguing  the  thousands  of 
photographs  in  the  F.  Jay  Haynes 
collection,  and  organizing  a  touring 
exhibit  of  images  from  this  collection. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  photo  history 
archive  will  be  of  use  to  Montanans 


across  the  state.  The  Museum  of  the 
Rockies,  the  Parmly  Billings  Library, 
and  the  Salish  Kootenai  Community 
College  received  grants  in  this  special 
category  for  museums,  libraries,  and 
historical  organizations. 

Examples  of  the  diverse  range  of 
public  programs  on  subjects  of  public 
policy  have  included  a  conference  on 
the  Montana  Constitution,  radio 
programs  on  public  affairs,  and 
programs  on  domestic  violence. 

The  Montana  Committee  for  the 
Humanities  continues  to  look  forw^ard 
to  developing  new  opportunities  for 
strengthening  and  deepening  Mon- 
tanans'  awareness  and  appreciation  of 
the  study  of  the  liberal  arts,  despite  the 
prospect  of  reduced  grant  funds  in  the 
years  ahead.  A  special  dimension  of 
this  effort  is  the  MCH  film  distribution 
project.  A  grant  to  the  University  of 
Montana's  Instructional  Materials  Ser- 
vice provides  for  the  handling  of 
storage,  booking,  and  maintenance 
arrangements  for  the  many  film  and 
video  tape  products  of  MCH-funded 
projects.  These  are  available  to  Mon- 
tanans  free  of  charge  on  a  first  come, 


first  served  basis  and  have  been 
circulated  to  schools,  colleges,  senior 
centers,  and  other  citizens'  groups 
across  the  state.  The  Committee  wishes 
to  acknowledge  here  with  deep  ap- 
preciation the  fine  service  provided  to 
the  state  by  the  University  of  Mon- 
tana's Instructional  Materials  Service 
personnel  under  this  grant. 

Although  the  variety  and  scope  of 
public  humanities  projects  supported 
by  the  Montana  Committee  for  the 
Humanities  may  not  always  match 
those  funded  during  the  period 
covered  by  this  report,  it  is  still  clear 
that  Montanans  are  genuinely  in- 
terested in  the  disciplines  of  the 
humanities,  and  in  continuing  educa- 
tion in  the  best  sense  of  that  term.  The 
generosity  and  dedication  of  Mon- 
tana's humanists,  citizens'  groups,  and 
the  general  public  is  reflected  in  the 
thousands  of  hours  of  contributed 
time  and  effort  invested  in  the  plan- 
ning, implementation,  and  evaluation 
of  public  programs  in  the  humanities. 
In  carrying  the  work  of  the  Montana 
Committee  for  the  Humanities 
forward  during  a  time  of  "belt  tighten- 


ing" the  Committee  will  continue  to 
seek  the  advice  of  scholars  in  the 
humanities  and  the  general  public 
whose  commitment  to  the  humanities 
and  to  public  good  transcends  per- 
sonal interests  and  day-to-day  preoc- 
cupations. It  must  also  build  on  the 
good  will,  the  spirit  of  inquiry,  and  the 
intellectual  curiosity  and  commitment 
to  dialogue  which  have  characterized 
the  programs  of  the  past  ten  years. 
Your  support  in  this  important  experi- 
ment in  continuing  education  is 
earnestly  sought.  Your  advice  will  be 
appreciated. 

In  concluding,  I  would  like  to 
express  my  appreciation  to  the 
members  and  staff  of  the  Montana 
Committee  for  the  Humanities  for  the 
pleasure  of  working  with  them  on 
these  vital  tasks.
